GRAMMAR 

of the 

BINANDELE LANGUAGE. 

MAMBA RIVER, BRITISH NERT GUINEA. 



The Binandele language is spoken by the dwellers on Gira 
River, on Mamba River, on the lower Ope, and the lower Kumusi. 
Natives have been foiind at Porlock Harbour near Cape Nelson, 
using the same dialect, but it is probable that they were colo- 
nists, or merely visitors from the lower Kumusi. Intervening 
tribes have other dialects* Within the district described, 
there are certain changes, of vowel, and of metathesis. Baindo 
- baundo; ingaba = imbaga. The langiiage herein described has 
been learnt in contact with natives on the upper Mamba. 

The Berepo language spoken on the upper Ope, and the lan- 
guage spoken by the inhabitants of Waria River - one on each 
side - present interesting points of resemblance, with con- 
siderable difference in use. Berepo has h, the French j, and a 
sound approaching ch, also a break between vowels. Binandele 
t becomes s, g becomes k, p becomes h, k becomes h, d becomes 
s or j , b becomes p, s becomes h. The Grammar has many points 
of resemblance. 
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
